William Bullock, born 1 March 1764, was the progenitor of many people in 
the East Texas areae According to the family Bible, William married Elizabeth 
Oliphant on 30 September 1784. She was born 29 October 1764. Four children 
were born to this union:

The Spartanburg, S. C., census for 1790 lists a William Bullock with 
children the proper ages; so it is supposed that this man is the same as the 
subject of this discussion. His-wife, Elizabeth Oliphant died 24 June 1795, 
leaving William alone with the responsibility of rearing four small children. 
On 23 August 1796 William Bullock married Spicey Bowman, b. 1773 in South Caro- 
lina. (Supposed to have been the daughter of William and Sarah Bowman) Six 
children were born to this union:

William Bullock moved to Franklin Co., Ga. about 1797. He is found in deed 
records and tax rolls until 1808. Sometime between 1808 and March, 1810, the 
family moved to Amite Co., Miss. Here Susanna Bullock mar. Rev. Isaac Tabor on 
10 March 1810. The 1810 census for Amite Co. lists William with a total of ten 
whites and four slaves. William Bullock was appointed overseer of the poor in 
Abner O'Neal's district of Amite Co. (Amite County, Mississippi, by Albert E. 
Casey, Vol. I, pgs. 6, 344). William was appointed 9 Dec. 1815 one of the com- 
missioners to fix the site for public buildings when Pike Co. was formed. The 
1816 census lists William Bullock -and family living in Pike Co., where most of 
them lived until the death of William in 1834. (Pike County, Mississippi 1798- 
1876, Pioneer Families and Confederate Soldiers, Reconstruction and Redemption, 
by Luke Ward Conerly. Nashville, Tenn., Brandon Printing Co., 1909, pg. 14) 
The Pike County courthouse has been destroyed by fire so we fix the date of 
William's death from an Estate Notice published in the Jackson, Miss., paper 
in September, 1834 (Newspaper Notices of- Mississippi, 1820-1860).

So much has been said and written of the three Georgia men, Lyman Hall, Button Gwin- 


ee and George Walton who signed their names, with men. from other states to that immor- 


i g document, few of us realize there were four others entitled to this honor, Archibald 
Bulloch, Noble Wimberly Jones, John Houston, and Dr. John Joachine Zubly. 


The most distinguished of these was Archibald Bulloch. He was born in Charleston 
S. C. in 1730, the son of Rev. James Bulloch of Wilton, Colleton District, clergyman and 
planter, and Jean Stobo, daughter of Rev. Archibald Stobo of S. C. 


_ He was educated in law and soon after removing to Savannah in 1750 with his father 
and family, was admitted to the bar. He married Mary, daughter of James Devaux who in 
1760 was Senior Judge under the administration of Gov. Wright. By zeal and application. 
Archibald Bulloch attained signal success in his profession and in 1768 was named on.a 
committee to correspond with Dr. Benjamin Franklin who had been appointed to transact 
the affairs of the colony in Great Britain. He was chosen Speaker of the Commons House 
of Assembly convened in Savanagh in 1772 pending a dispute between that body and Gov. 
Habersham who opposed the election of Dr. Noble Wimberly Jones to that office. Bull- 
och's letter in reply to the Governor's displays his utterly fearless defense of the 
rights of the Colonists.:~In redress Gov. Habersham dissolved the Assembly with the 
treasury empty and no tax bill passed which hastened open rebellion against Royal gov- 
ernment. In all patriotic calls and movements from this time, Archibald Bulloch was 
personally and prominently assocated. His name, with that of Noble W. Jones, John Hous- 
ton and John Walton, brother of George the Signer, was signed to the famous card which 
appeared in the Georgia Gazette, July 14, 1774, calling the Sons of Liberty together 
for the first time to protest openly against the oppression of England. He was chosen 
to preside over the Provincial Congress which on July 4, 1775 severed the tie of allegi- 
ance to the mother country. With John Houston, Dr. Noble Wimberly Jones, and Rev. John

eon married Ann Irvine, and her son James Stevens Bulloch married Martha, 


incial Congress of Jan. 20, 1776 elected him President and Commander in Chief of Georgia; 
by which action he became Georgia's first Provisional Governor. The duties of this off- 
ice prevented him from attending Continental Congress, and his name was not signed to 
that immortal scroll. 7 


It was his privilege however, to proclaim the Declaration of Independence to the. 
people of Georgia. Accompanied by a personal letter from John Hancock, it was delivered 
to him in Savannah Aug. 10, 1776 by a courier who had jouneyed from Philadelphia on 
horseback. The old patriot assembled the Provincial Congress and read it aloud to the 
members. He then convened the populace on the public square and read it again amid the 
acclamations of the people arid the firing of cannon. A procession was then formed of 
President Archibald Bulloch, soldiers and citizens, all marched to the Liberty Pole 
where it was again read and King George in effigy was committed to the dust. 


_ But this man who had been so conspicuous in the affairs of the Colony and so in- 
fluential in shaping the political destinies of Georgia did not live to see and enjoy 
the fruits of his labor. In February 1786 he died suddenly at his home in Savannah 
mourned by every citizen of the state. 


One of the strangest memorials in Colonial Park, Savannah is a cubical block of 
marble on which is carved a serpent in form of a complete circle. What it he UAVER* 6s, 
to signify nobody knows.
